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LEGISLATION — A COOPERATIVE EFFORT 


Federal and provincial Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods legislation has been enacted and the Regula- 
tions have been published recently. The purpose of 
the legislation is to promote public safety in the 
transportation of dangerous goods. This legislation is 
the result of an intense, cooperative effort among the 
federal, provincial and territorial governments as well 
as the industry affected. As responsibility for control- 
ling and regulating transportation is shared, the 
federal, provincial and territorial governments are 
working together to ensure that dangerous goods 
requirements are uniform across the country and 
apply to all modes of transport — air, marine, rail and 
road. 


COMPLIANCE 


This brochure is the second in a series of five 
designed to introduce aspects of the new regula- 
tions. It provides a general outline of the basic 
responsibilities of those who handle, offer for 
transport or transport dangerous goods. 


COMPLIANCE — A MATTER OF SAFETY 


Certain responsibilities of safety are common to all 
phases of dangerous goods transportation. 


e Whoever is in charge of dangerous goods must 
report to a designated authority in the event of: 


— any discharge, emission or escape of 
dangerous goods from any container, packag- 
ing or means of transport; 


— a reportable dangerous occurrence or accident 
involving dangerous goods; 


— the loss, theft or misplacement of a consign- 
ment of products of certain classes of 
dangerous goods; or 


— a delay in delivery of certain explosives. 


All Canadian manufacturers or importers of 
dangerous goods must register in accordance 
with the regulations. 


All those who handle, offer for transport or 
transport dangerous goods must ensure that 
their employees are trained or under the direct 
supervision of a trained person. The person(s) 
must have a certificate of training. | 


In certain circumstances, the regulations 
require the filing of a summary of a plan or the 
appointment of an agent. 


All documents must be retained for two years. 


COMPLIANCE — CONSIGNOR, CARRIER AND CONSIGNEE 


Those in charge of dangerous goods anywhere along 
their journey from the manufacturer to the actual user 
have responsibilities to ensure their own safety and 
that of the public and to protect the environment. A 
general overview of these responsibilities follows. 


The CONSIGNOR is responsible for: 


classifying the dangerous goods; 


packaging and containing the dangerous goods in 
packagings or containers that meet the safety 
standards and display the appropriate safety 
marks in the proper manner and location; 


providing the initial carrier with all required 
documents properly completed (shipping docu- 
ment, certificates, permits, etc.); 


Supplying the initial carrier with appropriate 
placards; 


establishing, when required, an emergency 
response plan and filing a Summary of it: 


the notification to other persons as specified in 
the regulations if the substances are explosives, 
infectious material or waste. 


The CARRIER is responsible for: 


displaying the appropriate safety marks in the pro- 
per manner and location; 


replacing any safety marks that are damaged or 
lost while the consignment is in the carrier’s 
charge; 


ensuring that all required documentation is com- 
plete, accompanies the consignment, that any 
Change in the consignment while in his or her 
Charge is documented, and that when a consign- 
ment leaves the carrier’s charge, a copy of all 
necessary documents is passed on to the 
receiver; 


loading and segregating the consignment if appro- 
priate; and 


refusing consignments of dangerous goods that 
are offered for transport which do not meet the 
requirements of the regulations. 


The CONSIGNEE is responsible for: 


completing, signing and forwarding to prescribed 
persons, all required documents for wastes; and 


meeting the requirements of a consignor when 
returning empty packages, containers or vehicles 
that are not purged or cleaned.
